said 
money had been delivered “as 
per the 
kidnapers 
instruction 
and that word is supposed to be 
received sometime this morn­ 
ing where Mrs. Kronhoim can 
be found.” 
Fleming refused to say how 
much ransom was paid or give 
any details on how the money 
was delivered. 
Earlier, the FBI announced 
that 'the car belonging to Mrs. 
Kronhoim

Minneapolis suburb of Edina.

46,

peared Friday morning some­ 
time after 7:30 a.m. Later that 
day, a man telephoned Kron­ 
hoim and said: “ We have your 
wife. Deliver all the money you 
can to a station at....”

each evening and block out the 
sunset in a mass of flapping 
wings. 
“ It's

an 
attraction.” 
said Frederick County Commis­ 
sioner Donald L Lewis Sunday 
“We’ve had about 400 or 5<mi 
people in this weekend to see 
the birds ” 
State Police Sgt Harry Frost 
said. “ There have been some 
large crowds watching in the 
evening when all those birds 
come home to roost ” 
“ We have men cheeking the 
area to help out when things 
get tied up.” he said 
“ You've 
got to remember. Graceham is 
a small community II they get 
even 
50 cars 
up 
there, 
it's 
something unusual for them 
One 
woman 
resident 
com 
plained 
that 
her 
home 
had 


become a public restaurant and 
restroom tor the birdwatchers 
visiting town 
The community of Graceham 
lies just west of the presidential 
retreat at Camp David situated

During peak sum ­ 
mer months, perhaps as many 
as 500 tourists may visit the 
area, but Graceham usually is 
left unnoticed for the rest of the

Experts predict the birds will

y e a r ago, this would have been 
unbelievable. To see motorists waiting in line 
for two hours for gasoline! Lines forming 
three and four blocks long moving up slowly 
to the pump for a limited amount of gasoline! 
The price per gallon increasing daily until it 
was 62 cents a gallon on Friday March 8. No 
gasoline was to be pumped on Sundays with 
most stations having a large sign above their 
sta tio n on week days. The sign stated 
sim ply, “ out of g a s .” Other stations 
promising a five gallon sale with a tune-up on 
your car. 
All this occurred last week in the good old 
USA. It was a case of I was there. Not being 
alerted to any shortage, it came as a rude 
awakening The car I was driving was a 1974 
c -r that used gasoline at the rate of eight 
miles per gallon. The place was Marion 
County and the visit was to divide a short 
holiday with two sons who live 15 miles apart 
The first few days were devoted to grand­ 
mothering w hile their parents enjoyed a brief 
holiday Driving in this case was only to the 
g. ocen or the shopping center and back but 
w en the car made the trip back and forth 
between sons, the tank wras 1 * empty It got to 
be .econd nature to keep a weather eye out 
tor ones of cars, then ease into the end of the 
line At times the lines were as long as 50 
cars. Starting and stopping or keeping the 
engine idimg was wasteful of gasoline but 
was the only solution. Many overcome this by 
bnnging containers, walking to the pump, 
having them filled, then walking back to their 
car to partially fill the tank themselves. One 
father came w ith a small child in a red wagon 
with H o containers which were eventually 
tilica with gasoline 
The pedestrian lines 
were used to avoid wasting gasoline while 
waiting in line. 
da non County has only 45 per cent of the 
amount of gasoline alloted to the area last 
year The gasoline dealers are upset. They 
say they have been threatened and shoved 
and don’t like the idea of working only a few 
hours a day. The commuters are frantic. No 
priority is given physicians or ambulance 
drivers. There is a possible loop-hole. The 
American Automobile Association does keep 
track of when and where gasoline is being 
sold. On Saturdays and Sundays, they will 
deliver in case your car runs completely out 
of gasoline. One Saturday there were 60 
out-of-gas emergency calls. 
In order to simplify the sale, Marion County 
was going on an odd-even plan for selling gas 
when I left. This meant that the filling 
stations would pump gasoline at certain 
hours on a five day a week schedule. This 
meant that if you had a license plate ending 
with an odd num ber you bought gasoline on a 
day with an odd number. By the sam e token, 
even n u m b ere d plates bought on even 
numbered days. Will it work? I didn’t stay to 
see. Commuters were getting up at five a.m. 
to wait in line for gasoline at a service station 
that started pumping at 7 a.m. 
Hush County and Indiana are blessed. We 
have a governor who anticipated the energy 
shortage and gasoline shortage so we have an 
adequate supply.
